petnion is denied, then Democracy 
collapses. So careful were the fram- 
ers of the constitution to guard 
against usurpation of power by a 
president or by congress that they 
wrote into the fundamental charter 
of the country—the constitution— 
the following clause, known as Ar- 
ticle I of the bill of rights: 


"Congress shall make no law re- 


specting the right of the people to 
petition the government for a re- 
dress of grievances." 


It will be noted that this right of 


petition cannot be curtailed by any 
act of congress, and this means also 
it cannot be diminished or taken 
away by any act of the chief execu- 
tive. It will be noted also that the 
language 
of the constitution 
is> 


broad enough to over any or all 
"grievances." 


The plain meaning of this con- 


stitutional 
provision 
is that the 


American people' have the right by 
letter or by telegram or by tele- 
phone or by any other means at 
their disposal, including personal 
visits, to seek to impress on their 
agents—the government—what it is 
the people desire the government 
to do. 


Fundamentally, the members of 


the house of representatives and 
the senate and even the president 
are, so to speak, "hired hands." 
They are the employees of the peo- 
ple and they get a salary for doing 
the work delegated to them by the 
people. Election does not mean that 
the members of the government 
can do as they please. 


Bosses Arc The People 


It means that representatives are 


selected as agents, but their mas- 
ters or bosses are the people, who, 
between elections, can threaten to 
take away votes at a subsequent 
election unless their wishes are 
followed. 


Today, the American people are 


in the throes of a business depres- 
sion of greater severity in the rap- 
idity of decline in values than any 
depression in American history, not 
excluding the 1929 drop. The cause 
of the depression is the unwilling- 
ness of the Roosevelt administration 
to let the business system function 
so that invested capital can earn a 
fair wage. Consequently, business 
is demoialized and the whole eco- 
nomic system is frightened about 
taking any risks in investing capi- 
tal.

They Still Have The Right 


What can the people do about it? 


They can petition the congress to 
redress their grievances. They can 
telegraph, write, telephone and urge 
their representatives and senators 
to get together with business and 
start the wheels of our economic 
machine going. They can ask con- 
gress to assert its independence of 
Mr. Roosevelt's attempts at domina- 
tion. They can insist that congress 
pass tax laws 
which 
encourage 


business, 
urging both houses to 


abandon or postpone any legislative 
proposals that would be harmful 
to business right now. 


The people still have the sacred 


right of petition in America, where- 
as, in the dictatorship countries, it 
has been taken away from the citi- 
zens altogether. As long as the right 
of petition exists, the people can 
influence the members of the house 
and senate and cause them to take 
away or at least not grant any addi- j 
tional powers to Mr. Roosevelt. 
; 


The reorganization bill has much | 


merit in it, but, under Mr. Roose-l 
velt's regime, it raises grave doubts. | 
Naturally, the president does not 
want congress to listen to the peti- 
tions of the people. He wants to 
control congress himself. That's 
why he says the vote on the re- 
organisation bill "proved that the 
senate cannot be purchased by 01- 
gani/.ed telegrams." 


Insult Resented 


Thi--. insult to the integrity of the 


sena»e is being resented on Capitol 
Hill. Eut it is an ill wind that blows 
no good. The incident has called at- 
lention to the right petition.

members of congress alxvays have 
their oars to the ground in an elec- 
tion year.

Dr. Julia Woodzicka of New Lon- 


don, who practiced 
medicine at 


Royalton for many years, and who 
continues to keep in touch with 
new developments in medicine and 
science, finds conditions much dif- 
ferent now than in the early part 
of thccentury when she was doctor 
at Sheboygan and later at Royal- 
ton. 


"I would like the doctors of today 


tc know a little of the hardships ex- 
perienced by doctors of 35 years ago 
when we traveled with horse and 
bug«;y over trails that no one today 
would call a road," says Dr. Wood- 
zicka 


Telling of one of her experiences 


this pioneer woman physician re- 
lates: "I got a telephone call one 
night about ten o'clock to go to 
lola. It was 30 degrees below zero 
and the wind was blowing, but I 
started anyway. When I got to Og- 
densburg. seven miles from my des- 
tination. I stopped at the 
livery 


stable to get a team to take me to 
lola as my horse was nearly ex- 
hausted. 


"Wnen the livery stable keeper 


said he wouldn't think of putting 
a team on the road that night. I 
slapped my tired old horse on the 
back and told 
him we would go 


tnrough I gave the horse the lines 
snd he followed the road very well 
until we came to deep snow" drifts 
when I had to lead him. We finally 
got thiough the storm and I ar- 
lived ir lola at three o'clock in the 
morning, just in time to bring a 
Jine boy into the world." 


Lantern Blazes 


In recalling moie of her early ex- 


periences. Dr. Woodzicka remem- 
bers those spring days when her 
two-wheeled cart sunk down in the 
muddy roads clear to the hubs. At 
night, she always used a lantern 
that clamped on the cart, but one 
time she went out on a case, expect- 
ing to be back by daylight. She did 
not tckc the lantern, but when she 
left the farm where she had made 
a call, she knew she would need a 
light, and the farmer tied an old 
lantern to the cart. 


"It v.as an exciting moment," the 


doctor states, "when the lantern 
burst into flames. With one desper- 
pte jerk I broke the twine that held 
it—the lantern 
flared 
and 
then 


there was darkness. 1 did not dare 
to move in the dark for fear of a 
citch o: bridge, but my faithful old 
horse stood quietly even during 
the fire. 


"Finally I heard a dog bark in the 


distance. I set up an Indian war 
•vvhoop and after some time a farm- 
er carrying another lantern located 
me. When I got all set to start 
again I did not tie the lantern on 
Ihe carl, but drove with one hand 
and held the light with the other 
the remainder of 
the 
distance 


home."

Dr. Julia Woodzicka of New Lon- 


don, who practiced medicine

A DOOMED MAX SPEAKS 


Everett Jones gave evidence of a strong 


sense of the dramatic when he chose a 
death chamber scene to read a 650-word 
indictment of society and the penal sys- 
tem. Seated on the 
electric chair, to 


which he had been sentenced for murder, 
he read for witnesses and reporters a pre- 
pared statement on the ills of the modern 
system of punishing criminals. 


"Ohio, I am a product of your prisons," 


Jones declared. "The very fact that I 
hated these things shows I was fundamen- 
tally decent. The robberies I committed 
outside prison were moral protests. I felt 
that society had treated me rottenly." 


"I saw around me a lot of lucky, in- 


different people, outside of prison only by 
the laws of chance." 


Jones' indictment again poses the ques- 


tion of whether persons who violate so- 
ciety's laws should be punished by impris- 
onment and sometimes death or whether 
they should be treated as men sick with 
mental and physical disorders and should 
be given medical assistance. 


It poses the question whether the sys- 


tem might not be right and whether its ills 
lay only in the fact that the laws are not 
enforced indiscriminately against all of- 
fenders rather than against the unfortu- 
nate ones who are caught and who cannot 
evade punishment through trickery, lax 
Juries and the 
influence 
of shyster 


lawyers. 


One important clue is found in Jones' 


statement, his admission that he "never 
had the courage to live decently." 


In other words Jones confesses that 


even though he did receive a raw deal in 
being sent away to prison at an early age 
and there coming in contact with morally 
degrading influences, he still did not have 
will power enough to earn 'a living the 
hard way and resist temptation. 


The true answer probably is that while 


there are admitted ills in our prison sys- 
tem and that some of the convicts now in 
prisons should be in hospitals for the 
mentally unsound, yet society must resort 
to some rather crude form of punishment 
for men who are unwilling to abide by its 
rules and who refuse to believe that the 
final rewards of life go almost unerringly 
to those members of society who choose 
the hard, narrow road of honesty, justice 
and fairness to their fellow men. 


MEN AND INSECTS 


Man's struggle with the insect world 


is said to have lasted for half a million 
years—or tens of millions if you want to 
So into the sub-human period—and some 
scientists seem to think the insects will 
yet win the war. They should, if numbers 
prevailed, for there are probably 50,000,- 
000 species of them to one human species, 
and hardly an insect species perhaps that 
isn't more numerous than man. But for- 
tunately the critters are small, and many 
of them have their good points, and man 
is doing better right along with his im- 
proved sanitation and insect powders and 
sprays. 


On the whole, says Dr. James C. Gray, 


biologist of Western Reserve University, 
the insects do more good than harm, al- 
though they continually undo the work of 
a million men. Governmental authorities 
estimate the annual insect damage to 
farm crops and forests at S 1,600,000,000, 
while they do 
us 
about $2,500,000,000 


worth of good. 


It is really remarkable how much the 


insects work for us, especially by pollina- 
ting flowers and thus providing us with 
fruits and vegetables. And the ants prob- 
ably serve a good purpose as scavengers.

We all know- 
that the most sacred promises go by the 
board in the desperation of war. If heli- 
um is to be sold to any country for com- 
mercial purposes, we must take every 
precaution to insure its being used for 
peaceful pursuits. 


CHAOTIC RELIEF 


The nation still has a relief problem 


and no unified, reasonable program for 
meeting it. The American Association of 
Social Workers has examined conditions in 
twenty-eight states. 
It reports "shock- 


ingly low standards" in many communi- 
ties. There aie inadequate state and local 
funds. 
Welfare practices have deterior- 


ated. There have been wholesale reduc- 
tions in relief grants. Evictions, mal-nu- 
Irition, stiffer eligibility requirements and 
periodic stoppages of relief were found. 
Further: 


'•Relief has been made haid to get and 


difficult to endure; relief allowances, al- 
ready below level's necessary to maintain 
life and health, have been further pared; 
medical care and clothing allowances 
have been eliminated; new applicants are 
being refused; little or no care is avail- 
able for transients; children are kept from 
school for lack of clothing; some food 
allowances are as low as $11.90 a month 
for a family of four." 


It is not a pretty picture. A lot of 


people not requiring relief are weary of 
the whole subject, partly because they do 
not understand its seriousness, and partly 
because there has been, in some communi- 
ties, great confusion of counsel and too 
much playing of politics. Many Ameri- 
cans still believe that all relief clients 
are chiselers, that all could be self-sup- 
porting if they were,willing to work. 


These theories ignore facts to which 


we cannot afford to remain blind. In a 
country less richly blessed, with less hope 
and less enduring faith in individual op- 
portunity than ours, such conditions would 
surely lead1 to violent revolution. 
Long 


continued, they might even do so here. 


BUSINESS ACTION NOW 


An editorial in Editor and Publisher, 


after analyzing the current business situ- 
ation, sounds a call to action for busi-. 
ness in general. 


"Basically," it says, "the recession 


arose from business conditions and not 
from politics; business will be badly ad- 
vised to delay its own recovery measures 
for a move by the Administration. 


"People have to be clothed and fed, 


housed and transported, no matter who 
sits at 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, and how 
astronomical the figures of the national 
debt or the tax bill. And the sooner busi- 
ness gets back to normal thinking, the 
sooner we can remove the dead horses of 
the Is'ew Deal and get down to enjoying 
the genuine asset gains that have accom- 
panied all its extravagance and waste. 


"If tightening credit and bulking in- 


ventories unbalanced business six months 
ago, no laws that Congress can enact will 
correct the condition. We have six months 
in which to move stored goods. We may 
need six more. The mission of commerce 
is to move those goods to the point where 
they will serve a useful purpose. That 
can be done by a renewal of the spirit 
which created the goods in the first in- 
stance—the will to finish the job. Nothing 
less will be effective, and business can save 
several precious months by starting now. 
Why wait until November?

The Helium Consent Act by which 


Congress authorized the .sale of helium to 
foreign countries for use in dirigibles be- 
came effective last September. A license 
was granted promptly to the American 
Zeppelin Transport, Inc., agent for the 
German Zeppelin Company, for the export 
of helium to Germany. A German steam- 
er, the Dessau, brought containers for the 
helium to Houston, Tex., last fall.

spite of all this preparation, no helium has 
yet been shipped. 


The delay, according to officials of 


the Interior Department, is caused by the 
difficulty of arranging a contract which 
will conform to all the provisions of the 
law and guard against the use of helium 
i'or military purposes.

THE RUSSIAN" TRIALS 


The ramifications of the Russian trials leave 


the unprejudiced onlookers sadly perplexed. 
For example, the Daily Worker, organ of the 
American Communist party, assails the critics 
of the Moscow mass trials and cries for exter- 
mination of the saboteurs and wrecker of the 
Soviet program. And in the same issue the 
Daily Worker calls upon labor to rally to the 
support of Tom Mooney. who is renewing his 
fight for freedom after serving 20 years in pri- 
son on perjured evidence. 


I am for Tom Mooney. But what if America 


had followed the program of Russia? What if 
Mooney had been summarily executed by a 
firing squad without the right of appeal? As it 
is. he was saved from death by the intercession 
of a president, and the chances are good that 
eventually he will be cleared of the charges 
placed against him by perjurers. 


What if Angelo Hcrndon and all the Scotls- 


boro boys had been placed against a wall and 
shot down after confessing to crimes following 
months or years of physical and psychological 
torture? The American Communists would 
have howled their heads off. 


As a matter of fact. Angelo Herndon was 


freed and most of the Scottsboro boys were 
freed, because Americans believed in the sys- 
tem of trial by jury of peers and the right of 
appeal, which is highly sentimental. 


Sentimental or not, reasonable people are for 


it. And reasonable people would have more 
sympathy with the Russian political programs 
if the accused had been sentenced to a term 
of years with' the hope of freedom after pas- 
sions had cooled and after "confession" had 
yielded to truth. Our own American system 
proves that many "confessions" extorted by 
fear or by torture have 2atcr been demonstrat- 
fid erroneous.—Ernest L. Meyer in the Capital 
Times.

Every 
year the government goes into 
northern New York in late sum- 
mer to deliver several yards of cal- 
ico to each of about 3,000 Indians 
ii» and around Salamanca.

They Like Calico 


In 2909 an agent of the Bureau of 


Indian Affairs went to Salamanca 
and tried to talk the Indians into a 
Jump settlement which would end 
the "annual distribution. But the In- 
dians would have none of it. They 
wanted the calico and wanted it 
every jear from now on, just as the 
treaty says. Many of them are suc- 
cessful farmers but the calico busi- 
ness has become an occasion for a 
spec-Pi visit to town. 


Papa Indian collects the calico—it 


usually amounts to six or. eight 
yards per Indian. He wraps ' it 
around his shoulders like a Mexi- 
can rarape and 
struts the town 


with it. Afterward 
he gives it to 


mama for a dress for herself 
and 


the little girls. 


Many years ago a band of Onei- 


da Indians left New York and mi- 
Riaieci to Wisconsin. With them 
went the right to $1,700 worth of 
calico. But long since the Wisconsin 
branch, gave up the idea of accept- 
ing CE.IICO. They take cash and salt. 


Evelyn Pierce, a Seneca Indian 


pirl, works in the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs here. She won't take cash 
or s?lt. She insists on calico and 
the government has to give it to 
her. Lctely it has become lots of fun 
and the phrotographers make a 
circus of it. 


The calico keeps the peace with 


the Senecas and others but the gov- 
ernment technically is still at war 
with the Seminole Indians in the 
Florida everglades. Andrew Jack- 
son beat them in battle a 100 years 
sgo but they 
would not sign a 


peac<» treaty. They returned into 
the s\vamp country. They are still 
ther°, and remain a problem child 
of the- Indian bureau. 


Recently one of them went on 


Hie warpath all by himself and his 
Indian neighbors decided to liquid- 
ate him. He fled to the Indian 
agency for protection. After a time 
he had a fight with the agent and 
stabbed him. Civil authorities step- 


d irs and were going to punish the

that opening bids are assumed by 
the partner to have been based on 
minimum values until the opener's 
subsequent bidding discloses his 
true value. 
As we all know, an 


opening one spade bid, for instance, 
may be made correctly on a hand 
containing two and one-half honor 
tricks and as few as four and one- 
half playing tricks, and the same 
one spade bid also is made correct- 
ly on a hand containing as many as 
four and one-half or five 
honor 


'tricks with seven, eight or nine 
winners. Obviously, if the proper 
final contract is to be reached, the 
opening bidder must specify at his 
earliest opportunity whether 
his 


first bid was a "minny," 
better 


j> than a "minny," very good or. fm- 


ally, just short of a two bid. Even 
such a limited bid as an opening no 
trump has some variation, and of- 
ten it becomes vital for the 
no 


trump bidder to specify whether 
his bid was minimum or maximum. 
Consider the disappointing result 
that North-South attained with the 
following hand:

Surely South's hand did not war- 
rant any more 
aggressive

than was involved in his 
jump 


takeout. 
When North apparen*!y 


could do nothing more constructive 
than raise the three heart bid to 
four, South was helpless. His trump 
suit was hardly robust and it would 
have required the greatest optim- 
ism on his part to assume that there 
would be only one loser in all suits 
in the combined hands. 


North had failed to show that he 


held substantially 
better than 
a 


minimum no trump. 
The opening 


bid was all right, but after South 
had shown the honor strength and 
distribution justifying a jump take- 
out, surely North should have rea- 
lized that there were distinct slam 
possibilities. One of the weak points 
of North's holding had been hearts, 
and South's bid was virtual assur- 
ance that no more than one trick 
need be lost in that suit. 
Since 


North himself had the ace and king 
in both minors and the king of 
spades, it was the nearest thing to a 
certainty that South must hold the 
spade ace. If, by chance, he did not 
hold that card, his heart suit would 
have to be excellent and 
there 


•would be no loser in trumps. Then, 
even if South had no spade honor 
whatever, a slam would at worst 
depend on finding the ace in front 
of the king. 


Thus, by mentally filling in the 


cards that South's bid advertised. 
North should have concluded that 
there would be an excellent play 
for a small slam in hearts, and he 
should have jumped to that con-| 
tract. 
i 


Obviously twelve tricks 
were 


taken without the slightest trouble. 
Of course, a slam bid might have 
failed through finding both of the 
missing trump honors "off side" in 
West's hand, but this would have 
been hard luck indeed. Correct bids 
are not based any more on undue 
pessimism than they are on undue 
optimism.

Many thousands upon thousands 


of letters come to this column from 
desperate men and women who see 
the peace and happiness of their 
lives being destroyed, their hus- 
bands and wives alienated from 
them, their children driven from 
home by their mothers, and who 
do not know how to avert the ca- 
tastrophe that is overtaking them. 


They love their mothers. They 


are filled with gratitude and appre- 
ciation of all their mothers have 
done for them. They want to do 
their duty by them. 
They can't 


turn them out of their homes be- 
cause they have nowhere else to 
go. and yet they have their duty to 
their wives and husbands and to 
their own children. How to recon- 
cile these conflicting: obligations, 
how to get their mothers just to 
keep their fingers out of their pies, 
they do not know. 


Nor can any one tell them, be- 


cause Mother does not realize the 
crime she is committing against 
her children. On the contrary, she 
feels that she is bestowing an in- 
estimable blessing upon them by 
taking charge of all of their affairs 
and making them live their lives 
after her pattern. She cannot, or 
will not, see that they are no long- 
er little children who must be 
guided and directed and that they 
have a right to individual liberty.

Skin Test Enables Doctor 


To Develop Immunity 


In Suffcref 


Madison — "Early treatment 


against hay fever will reduce suf- 
fering later," according to the state 
medical society. 


"If hay fever sufferers want to 
escape the onset of hay fever, they 
must start now to take treatments 
which will help them fight off the 
pollens from plants and weeds that 
cause sneezing, 
watering of the 


eyes, 
stuffiness, 
running of the 


nose, and hoarseness. 


"Hay fever 
is described 
as a 
catarrhal condition of the mucous 
membranes of the respiratory tract, 
eyes and nose. It is sometimes ac- 
companied by fever and asthma. It 
occurs annually and affects differ- 
ent people at different seasons. The 
spring variety of hay fever is caus- 
ed by the pollen of a tree and ap- 
pears in April or May, while in 
June or July the hay fever of these 
months is caused by the pollen of 
a grass. Still later, in August or 
September, a weed causes much 
distress to hay fever sufferers. 


"Through advances in medical 


science, physicians can now deter- 
mine in advance of the season, 
when to expect the individual's 
sensitivity 
and what to guard 


against. 
The modern method of 


treating hay fever consists first in 
finding out which particular pollen 
is responsible for the trouble. This 
is done by the process of making 
numerous skin tests. Such tests are 
neither painful nor complicated. A 
small quantity 
of the' extract of 


numerous po_llens is introduced be- 
neath the skin by a needle prick. A 
separate test is made for each pol- 
len. Substances to which the pa- 
tient is not sensitive cause no reac- 
tion, but when the extract contain- 
ing the offending pollen is used, 
a reddening of the skin, or a slight 
swelling or itching due to a local 
irritation is produced. 


"Once the cause of the discomfort 


is found an extract can be prepared 
and the treatments given by the 
family physician. Such inoculations 
prevent a fairly large proportion of 
cases of hay fever from developing. 
Seventy-five per cent will develop 
some immunity and many will de- 
velop absolute immunity. 


"Those who formerly suffered 


through hay fever seasons need not 
do so any longer if they take pre- 
cautionary measures in time. The 
skin test to determine what pollen 
causes the individual's trouble is a 
simple procedure. It will- enable 
him to know the real cause of his 
hay fever and prevent his trouble 
from developing if the test is taken 
now."

During the first year, when the 


congregation met at, the First Bap- 
tist church, it was served by the

On Sept. 16, 1883, it was decided 


to erect a frame church on the cor- 
ner 
of Oneida and Winnebago 


streets, where two lots had been 
purchased for $700. The cornerstone 
was laid Oct. 21, 1883. 


At the close of the dedication ser- 


vices May 25, 1884, the Rev. Max 
Hein was ordained and installed as 
the first regular pastor. The mem- 
bership of the church at that time 
was 70. 


School Is Opened 


Under the leadership of the Rev. 


Mr. Hein a parochial school, with 
classes in both the 
English and 


German languages, was opened in a 
store building on N. Oneida street 
near E. Washington street The en- 
rollment of 20 gradually increased 
until larger quarters were neces- 
sary, and on Nov. 30, 1885, a new 
school building, on the site of the 
present parsonage, was dedicated. 
Adam Stumpf was the first regular 
teacher. 
Early in the spring of 1890 Pastor 


Hein was called to Ann 
Arbor, 


Mich. To succeed him the congre- 
gation called the Rev. Theodore 
Marth, then pastor of the Christus 
congregation at Clintonville. He 
was installed June 15, 1890, and has 
been with the church ever since. 


In 1892 the congregation began 


planning- for a new church. Two 
lots on Commercial street between 
Oneida and Morrison streets -were 
purchased, but the financial depres- 
sion of 1893 made it impossible to 
build. By this time the enrollment 
of Zion school had greatly increas- 
ed, and the old school building was 
moved from Oneida street to the 
Commercial street lots and enlarg- 
ed by an addition. The remodeled 
school was dedicated 
September, 


1894. 


By January, 1901, most of the 


debt had been paid off, and it was 
decided to build a new church if 
$10,000 could be raised by 1902. The 
response of the members was quick 
and liberal, and the fund was rais- 
ed before the year was up. 


New Church Erected 


The cornerstone of the present 


church, on the corner of N. Oneida 
and E. Winnebago streets, was laid 
July 13, 1902, and dedication took 
place Feb. 22. 1903. 


In order 
to enlarge 
the play- 


grounds for Zion school, the con- 
gregation voted in September, 1910, 
to purchase the Christian Buch- 
holtz property, two lots and a house 
east of the church, for $2,950. For a 
short time the house was occupied 
by one of the teachers, and later it 
was sold and moved to E. Wiscon- 
sin avenue. On Oct. 10, 1926. with a 
view to the future erection of a 
new parsonage, a lot and house 
north of the present parsonage 
were purchased for $4,000. 


At the January meeting in 1929 


the congregation resolved to build 
a new school, a project it had con- 
sidered -for many years. Construc- 
tion of the building began almost 
immediately, and the new school 
was ready for dedication on Oct. 6, 
1929. The present teachers are Miss 
Agnes Truckenbrod, seventh and 
eighth grades; Miss Bernice Brown, 
fifth and sixth grades; Miss Hod- 
wig Fabrizius. third and fourth 
grades; and Miss Tcna Quadhamer. 
primary classes. The school has 151 
pupils. 


Members of the school board are 
the Rev. Theodore Marth. chairman. 
Ferdinand Arnold, Fred Hasten and 
Hclmuth Klitzke. 
Jubilee Celebrated 


The clock installed in the Gothic 


tower of the church in 1924 was 
made possible by donations from 
members of the congregation and 
several Sixth ward citizens as a 
memorial to the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the church. 
The golden jubilee of the church 
was observed in 1933. 


Since the founding of the church 


German was the official language 
of the congregation, although al 
special festivals services were held 
also in English. In 1909 the Rev. 
Theodore Marth introduced English 
services and now an English and a 
German service are held each Sun- 
day.

Germany now has 2,000 Youth 


Hostels (Jugendherberge in- Ger- 
man) in every corner of the coun- 
try. Last year they provided 7,500,- 


overnight^ accommodations, of 


which almost 200,000 went to for- 
eigners. The Nazis ultimate goal is 
4,000 hostels, an expansion which 
is apparently needed since more 
than 200.000 applicants for housing 
had to be refused over the past Eas- 
ter holidays. 
This year, 143 new 


buildings are expected to be com- 
pleted, adding 10.000 beds to th&se 
presently available. 


Not Cheap Structures 


The hostels, whether on the Rhine 


in the Bavarian Alps, in the East 
Prussian lake district, or on the 
Baltic coast, are always beautifully 
situated, sturdily built, and simply 
but tastefully decorated. They are 
by no means cheap. 
The Baldur

Walchensee. cost $30,000 to build 
and equip, while the one at Tue- 
bingen cost $100.000. 


Money to erect and operate the 


Jugendherberg > is raised by means 
of subscriptions, 
collections, and 


dues. Every Aryan school child, 
for example, pays 1 pfennig a 
month, collected quarterly; that 
yields about 800,000 marks annu- 
ally. Much of the money is raised 
by a yearly public drive. Active 
memberships for persons up to 20 
years of age is 50 pfennigs (12 cents 
at par, 20 cents in depreciated Am- 
erican currency): for adults it is 4 
marks. Membership entitles a per- 
son to use the Herbergen at special 
prices. 1.50 marks for one meal and 
overnight. 20 to 50 pfennigs for sim- 
ple overnighting, and to receive 
maps of all roads along which hos- 
tels are situated. 


Foreign Travel Restricted 


Much of the patronage of the 


Jugendl.erberge is undoubtedly due 
to the fact that Germans are almost 
barred from foreign travel through 
the restriction of taking money (ex- 
cept 10 marks) abroad. Even so, 
the Jugendherberge authorities en- 
courage their young charges (which 
in-ludc Hitler Youths and Hitler 
Maidens in vast numbers) to take 
advantage of exchange 
arrange- 


ments made with the Youth Hostel 
organizations in other countries. 


The arrangement is simple: one 


meal or overnight accommodation 
for a young German in England, 
for example, against the same for 
a young English boy or girl in 
Germany. 
Railroad fares, to the 


destination and back also are paid 
in marks; with 10 marks in his 
pocket for spending money, the 
average young German could re- 
main in Sussex practically indefi- 
nitely and probably bring home 
souvenirs for his whole family.

"sentiment" and could not repeal 
executive action taken in pursuance 
of law. 


No Veto Likely 


A "joint" resolution must be ap- 


proved or rejected by the president, 
whereas a "concurrent" resolution 
does not go to him for action. Some 
opponents favor the "concurrent" 
form to prevent the possibility of a 
veto, thus forcing congress to reject 
an executive order to a two-thirds 
vote. 


In stating his second reason, the 


president referred to the "remote 
possibility" of a veto, adding: "I re- 
peat that I visualize no such possi- 
bility between now and 1940 when 
the authority given is to end." 


"Thus," his letter concluded, "you 


will see that charges of dictatorship 
are made out of the whole cloth— 
even if I wanted to be a dictator, 
which, heaven knows. I do not." 


The president said there were 


two methods of effecting a busi- 
nesslike reorganization — by "com- 
plex and detailed legislation by 
the congress" or by the chief ex- 
ecutive doing it subject to disap- 
proval by congress.
